ing this Agreement, diſpoſes the Conſtitu- 
tion to Infirmities and Sickneſs; for a Di- 


ſeaſe is that State either of the Solids or Flu- 
ids, in which, from what Cauſe ſoever, the 


Ballance between them is interrupted or im- 
paired; and therefore, as often as the Reſiſt- 
ance of the Solids is ſaperior to the Force of

He who knows the Properties of the So- 
lids and Fluids, and the Change they un- 
dergo in Sickneſs, takes his Meaſures accord- 
ingly, which is often of wonderful Advan- 
tage to his Patient, a Diſorder being fre- 
quently removed with great Eaſe in the Be- 
ginning, when either the Solids or the Fluids 
are ſeperately affected, that would become 
ſtubborn and rebellious, without a Method 


of Cure depending on this Diſtinction; for 


neither the Solids nor the Fluids can be par- 
ticularly prejudiced for any Time, without 
participating the Indiſpoſition to each other. 
Thus, if the Influx of the Fluids be ſupe- 
rior to the Reſiſtance of the Solids, the Veſ- 
fels, by being too much diſtended, will have 
their Tones weaken'd and impair'd, which 
diſpoſes the Juices to a Lentor or Sizyneſs 
that cannot fail to ſtagnate and form Obſtruc- 


tions in the ſmall Canals, 


But if the Reſiſtance of the Solids exceeds 
the Power of the Fluids, the Juices will be

14 it is to have that - Contexture of Frame, 
' which preſerves a reciprocal Concord between 
the Solids and Fluids; but Soldiers are the 
moſt liable of any other Sett of Men, to have 
this pleaſing Harmony interrupted, eſpeci- 
ally in Time of War, fatiguing Marches, 


Inclemency of Weather, Irregularity of Di- 


et, and perhaps an unavoidable and entire 
Change of Life, in all Reſpects, muſt be 
complied with; theſe Tranſitions are great 
Inducements for Diſeaſes to make their Ap. 
proaches, but they are frequently ſubdued 
before they can lay any conſiderable Hold on 
the Conſtitution, by ſending early for the 
Surgeon, a Cuſtom conſtantly obſerved in 
the Army, which gives him the Advantage 
over other Practitioners, correcting the Diſ- 
poſition in the Habit to receive the Ailment, 
and baniſhing the Cauſe of the Complaint 
before it can affect either the Solids or Flu- 
ids, ſo as to fix a Diſorder upon them. 
The learned Doctor Pringle, by ſuperin- 
tending the Practice of military Surgeons, 
became well acquainted with their Abilities. 
In his excellent Treatiſe on Diſeaſes of the 
Army, he fays, Military Surgeons are the 
beſt acquainted with the Conſtitution and 
Diſpoſition of their Patients, as well as with 
the whole Circumſtances of their Diſtempers. 
I could give many Inſtances in Proof of what

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the Doctor obſerves, ſhewing their greg . 
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or foreign to my preſent Purpoſe, my i 
eſign being to confine myſelf to a Deſcrip- 
tion of the Virulent Gonorrbæa, its Nature 


and Cauſe, with the uſual Methods of Cure, 


ſhewing the great Miſtakes among Authors, 
with Reſpect to the Symptoms and Seat of 


this Diſorder, both in Men and Women; 


and the Errors thoſe Miſtakes muſt conſe- 
quently have led them into, with Regard to 
the Method of Cure. 

As the Venereal Diſeaſe is pretty frequent 
in the Army, it may be ſuppoſed, I have 
ſome Acquaintance with it; in Truth we 
have been very intimate, and it has coſt me 
a deal of Pains and Trouble to know the 
Nature of its Diſpoſition and Temper ſo well 
as I do; it is full of Deceit and Artifice; no 
Mimick has more Power over the Features 
of his Phiz, or can throw himſelf into a 
greater Variety of Attitudes, than the Pox 
has of appearing in the Form of other Ma- 
ladies, and aſſuming the Shapes of different. 
Ailments; but as the Mimick has always 
ſomething of the Monkey in his Conſtitu- 
tion, a Degeneracy from Humanity; ſo the 
Pox has a Virulency, ſome certain Signs to 
diſtinguiſh it from other Diſorders, notwith- 
ſtanding the ſtrong Reſemblance of the Sympe 
toms; and if you treat the Mimick as a Mon- 
key, and the Pox according to the Nature 
of its Diſpoſition, you may eaſily keep them

requires no Aſſiſtanee from Figures, Rheto- 
rick, nor other Modes and Ornaments. of 
fine Writing; ; theſe Decorations are fo apt 
to lead the Mind aſtray, that we find the 
Generality of Authors more valued for a Flo- 
ridneſs of Stile than for any uſeful Inſtructi- 
ons, or beneficial Improvements their Wri- 
tings contain; therefore a pompous Manner 
of Writing, and a great Shew of Learning, 
ſhould be by no Means allowed of in phyſi- 
cal Diſſertations ; they divert the Thoughts 
from the Object in View, and the Imagina- 
tion dazzled by the Brightneſs of Expreſſion, 
is entirely employed on the Beauty of Words, 
while the Things they repreſent are but 
faintly perceived, or make ſuch flight Im- 
preſſions on the Memory, that they are ſoon 
obliterated, or at beſt, but help the Judg-» 
ment with confuſed Notions, which prove

This indigeſted Medley, to which I have 
given the Name of Preface, is defigned 25 
an Apology for the Undertaking ; it ſeems 
by this, that J am, or have had ſufficient 
Opportunities to be acquainted with my 
Subject; and the Sketch IT have given of 
the Solids and Fluids, and of their Action

acts as a ſtrong Repellent, driving the Virus 
into the Habit, ſo that in both Caſes, it ie 
more likely to convert a Clap into a Pox, 
than to cure it; it is not the firſt Time I 
have ſeen great Quantities of Mercury given, 
with an Intent to abate a Chordee, and 
check the Scalding of Urine, and if ever it an- 
ſwered thoſe Ends, it muſt be by licking up 
the Running, and deriving it into the Fluids. 
Whoever has beheld the Difaſters of a 
pocky Scene, in the declining Stage of Life, 
the Diſtreſs and Anxiety of Mind, the into- 
lerable Pain of Body, an emaciated and fright- 
ful Conſtitution, a Countenance expreſſing = 
nothing but Sorrow and Miſery, Lowneſs of 
Spirits, Want of Appetite and Reſt, and a 
univerſal Failing of Strength, muſt needs be 
moved with Compaſſion at the Sight of ſuch 
Wretchedneſs ; but all thoſe Calamities have 
been cauſed by the Abuſe of Mercury, and. 
innumerable. Examples of other Miſchiefs; | 
who would not guard then againſt thoſe evil 
Conſequences, and uſe ſuch a profitable, de- 
ſtructive Remedy with Caution? Let us con- 
ſider that Mercury is about fourteen Times 
heavier than the Blood; if therefore, in the |

Har to the Practitioners of Phyfic, that the 
more powerful thoſe Helps are, which they 
make uſe of, the more dangerous, happy, 
could it be laid, if they do no Good they 
will do no Harm but this is not the Caſe; 
for the leaſt Error in Practice, where thoſe 
are employ'd, is attended with fatal Conſe- 
quences, and of this we have daily Inſtances 
in the Adminiſtration of Mercury, the Bark, 
Opium, &c. therefore the Preſcription of 
thoſe Remedies will require the greateſt 
Caution and Conduct, a Conſideration that 
will always diſtinguiſh theJudicious from the 
Ignorant, and prevent any raſh Proceedings 
in the Direction of ſuch hazardous Aſſiſtants. 
ll I by no Means approve of the Uſe of Mer- 
1 cury, in order to ſalivate, whether inwardly. 
_— by Unction, or Fumigation, and for the fol- 
1 lowing Reaſons. The Quantity of that Mi- 
| neral that enters the Blood is too great, and 
| too ſudden for the Space of Time to agree 
| with the natural Combinations of that Fluid 
[| and the other Juices of the Body; its Force 
| breaks and divides them with ſuch Rapidity  _ 
and Speed, that eſpecially i in weak Conſti- |

haſty Alteration in the Fluids, puts them

more leiſurely and intimately with the Blood, 
and in this Manner, is ſubject to ſuch a Re- 
gulation, that you ſafely make it act as a 
Purge, Sweat, Diuretic, or Alterative, any 
one of them as beneficial as a Spitting, yet 
they all will require other Means to ſubdue 
the Diſorder; and in a few Words, except 
this Way of ufipg Mercury, and in ſome 
SEaſes giving it crude, the Athiops, and 
Calomel ate the only Preparations that can be 
taken without Danger. | 
I have often ſeen the Operation of Tur- 
bith Mineral, Precip. Vimd. and have known 
the red Precipitate to be taken, and more 
than once have been a Spectator of the hor- 
rid Performance of corroſive Mercury; they 
may all have their particular Advantages, in 
anſwering the Deſigus of the Preſcriber ; ꝓut 
they require a great Deal of Judgment and 
Nicety, to keep them from committing irre- 
parable Miſchiefs; muſt it not then be the

Sydenham tells us, in the Year 1493, the Lues 
Venerea arriv'd firſt from the Veſt-Indies to Eu- 
rope, and before that Time, the Name of it Was 
not even known to our World. A little after 
he ſays, this infectious Plague ſpreading by de- 
grees, ſo defiled thoſe Parts of the World, that 
if it rag'd with the ſame Fury ſtill that it invaded 
with, it would, in ſome Ages, put an End to 
Mankind. It does not delight much in our 
Europe, but languiſhes daily, and fades into 
milder Appearances ; but about a hundred Years

All theſe Parts, by deduction or uten out 
of the Labia Pudendi, diſcover themfelves to 
view, and I think are the only ones firſt injured 
in a Gonorrhcea, tho? the generality of Authors 
fix upon the Vagina, as the Seat of that Diſorder ; 
the Reaſons for my Opinion are, firſt thoſe Parts 
are ſoft and pulpy, like the ſpungy Bodies of the 
Yard and Urethra, and are like them diftended 
and puffed up in Coition, therefore more ſuſcep- 
tible to receive the Contagion. Secondly, if 
they are not the Parts affected, we can never ac- 
count for the Symptoms of Chordee, and Sharp- ' 
neſs of Urine; the Glans Clitoris, and Meatus 
Urinarius, ſituated without the Vagina; and 
laſtly, the Vagina, in Coition, is ſtrongly con- 
tracted, cloſely embracing the Penis with its 
muſcular Membranes, a Circumſtance not favour- 
ing the Admiſſion of the Contagion ſo much as 
Diſtention.

Repard. to muſcular Motion, it ſufficiently 
| agreeing with my Intention, to obſerve, that 
every Muſcle in the Body has a diſtinct Nerve 
and Artery belonging to it; and that any Muſ. 
cle looſes its Power of acting when a Ligature is 
made on its Nerve or Artery, or in Caſe either 
of them, by any Accident, ſhould happen to be 
divided; by this it is plain, that the animal Spi- 
rits, in Conjunction with the arterial Blood, axe 
the chief Cauſes of muſcular Motion, for both 
thoſe Fluids, when a Muſcle acts, ruſhing into 
its Fibres in a greater Quantity, and with more 
Force, expand and ſtretch them out, which 
ſhortens and contracts the Muſcles, on which its 
Motion depends, and this is evident from the 
ſwelling and hardneſs to be perceiv'd in ſeveral 
Muſcles when they act. Thus according to this 
Account, when the animal Spirits, and arterial 
Blood, are put in a Ferment by amorous Deſires, 
the Torrent directed to the erector Muſcles of 
the Penis diſtends them, and compreſſes the 
Veins of the Yard againſt the Os Pubis, which 
retards the Blood in them, while that Fluid lows 
plentifully through the Arteries into the Corpora 
Cavernoſa, whoſe Diſtention is the Encreaſe of 
the Size, and the Cauſe of the Stiffneſs in the 
Penis. 


In like Manner the acceleratores Urinæ, act as 
rector Muſcles to the Corpus Cavernoſum Ure-

tremity of the Penis, terminate at the under Part _ 
of the End of the Urethra; thoſe Muſcles When 
they act, preſſing cloſely on the Veins of the 
Corpus Cavernoſum Urethre, prevent the Re- 
turn of the Blood through them, as the erector 
Muſcles of the Yard do, while the Influx of that 
Fluid continues thro' the Arteries to the Corpus 
Cavernoſum, which filling that porous ſpungy 
Subſtance, cauſes its Erection; but as all Mut- 
cles contract their Fibres when they act, the Fi- 
bres of thoſe Muſcles inſerted into the Extremity 
of the Urethra, will be contracted, which draw- 
ing back the End of the Urethra, enlarges the 
opening. The Glans in Erection, not com- 
preſſing the Urethra equally with the Corpus Ca-

NEX HE N the pocky Virus is tho- 
W Mw roughly ſettled in the Parts it fixed 
on, the pungent acrid Salts infinua- 

K ting en into the little Ducts 
of the nervous Papillæ in the Urethra, excite 
great Pain and Uneaſineſs, Nature ever ſollici- 
tous to expel whatever is obnoxious, ſends a 
greater Quantity of Fluids to thoſe Parts than 
uſual, intending to diſſolve and waſh away thoſe 
virulent Salts, to be carried off through the Ure- 
thra; but the Irritation of the Parts, the Fluxion 
of the Humours, and the Corrofiveneſs of the 
Virus melt down and ſhake off the ſoft mucous 
Liquid, that defends the Urethra from the 
Sharpneſs of the flowing Urine, or the Senſation 
of ſabulous Particles in their Paſſage: The Ure- 
thra, ſtript of this viſcous Covering, we can ea- 
ſily perceive how ſenſible it will be of Heat and 
Pain, as the Urine paſſes through; and tho? there 
are ſeveral Diſorders that cauſe Heat and Pain of 
Urine,

Thus the venereal Salts, ſtimulating the ner- 
vous Fibres of the Urethra, induce Fluxion and 
Pain, which diſpoſes the viſcid Humour that 
defends that Paſſage, to be abraded and waſh'd 
away, leaving the uncover'd Parts free to the 
Sharpneſs of Urine, which accounts for the 
Heat or Smart, one of the Attendants on the 


Gonorrhœa. 


From whence it appears, that whatever is ca- 
pable of promoting the Secretions of the urethral 
Glands, will the ſooneſt, and moſt effectually, 
contribute to the Relief of this Complaint; the 
virulent Salts by thoſe Means, being diſengag'd 
from the Parts they adhered to, are diſſolved and 
carried off by the Urine; and as they were the 
immediate Cauſe of the Hcat and Pain exci- 
ted by that Fluid; upon their Removal their 
Effects follow, therefore Diureticks muſt be the

As1 have accounted 2 the Heat of Urine 
from the Eroſion of the Urethra, caus'd by the 
Virus, fo I ſhall aſcribe the Running to be en- 
tirely dependent on the Fluxion, provok*d by 
the Stimulus of that Poiſon; but as it is the ge- 
neral Opinion, that the Running proceeds from 
an Ulcer, I ſhall ſay ſomething on that Head, 
tho? I do not deny but the Parts I have ſpoken of 
may be ulcerated, both in Men and Women ; yet 
it is impoſſible in that Caſe only, in either Sex, 

for the Ulcers to ſupply the Matter, run off in a 
Gonorrhcea. 


Thoſe who are acquainted with venereal Ul- 
cers, know that they are hot and dry, yielding 
little Moiſture, and a thin Ichor or corroſive 
Sanies, for the Acrimony of the envenom'd 

Salts, that cauſe them, acts as a Cauſtic, and 
burns all the Parts its Force extends to, into a 
kind of an Eſchar, therefore little or no Run- 

ning can be expected from a pocky Sore, till 
the Eſchar be digeſted off, and this will not hap- 
pen unleſs the Cure of the Contagion be per- 
fected, or at leaſt palliated; this laſt is the moſt

ever ſaw a Humour like laudable Pus, flow from 
a phagedenick Ulcer, whether venereal, cance- 
rous, or {crophulous ; but if it can be prov'd 
that a Humour, as to Conſiſtence, Quantity, 
and Colour, with that of a Gonorrhœa can be 
produc'd without Ulcerations, by the Irritation 
of acrid or tharp Particles, bringing on a Flux 
ion in glandulous Parts, I think from a Parity 
of. Appearances, there is great Room to appre- 
hend the Running in a Clap, owing to a like 
Caule, and not proceeding from an Ulcer, more 
eſpecially as thoſe Diſcharges are produced by in- 
finitely gentler Means than the Running in a 
Gonorrhoea, and this I ſhall be able to prove 
from the very familiar Inſtance of the great Eva- 
cuation ſpringing from the ciliary Glands of the 
Eyelids, upon catching a Cold in the Eyes as it 
is call'd; this happens more frequently to the 
People on the Continent than with us, eſpecially 


in the warmer Climates. Where a ſudden 


Change of Wind to the Eaſt, in the Neighbour- 
hood of Mountains cover*d with Snow, loads 
the Air with cold nitrous Particles, which fixing 


on the ciliary Ducts, their Pungency begets an 
Itching ſo very troubleſome, that it is impoſſible 


to avoid rubbing, and cauſes a Flux of Humours 
ſo great, that I. have ſeen two or three Handker- 
chiefs

In like Manner thoſe nitrous Particles, inva- 
ding the miliary Glands of the Membrana Schnei- 
deriana, encreaſe their Secretions, which glid- 
ing down the Sides of the Trachea, ſome Part of 
the Fluidity is diſſipated by the natural Heat of 
the Body, which makes what is expectorated 
thicker, and like Pus; yet no Phyſician judges 
that this Matter flows from an Ulcer, the Mu- 
cus lying a little Space in the Noftrils, its Hu- 
midity is fo exhauſted, that it is quite glutinous, 
infinitely thicker than the Running of a Clap, 
tho? the excretory Ducts of the Glands that ſe- 
crete it, are extremely ſmall, yet no Body to

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All the glandular Secretions, favour MeDpi-

no Pus. Theſe, and many other. Reaſons I 
could give, are ſtrong Preſumptions, that the 
Matter of a Gonorrhœa does not flow from Ul- 
cers, but is owing to the Pungency of the vene- 
real Stimulus, fretting the nervous Papillæ in the 
Urethra, and bringing on a Flux of Humours, 
in the ſame Way as the penetrating active Salts 
of Cantharides do, to which it has ſonear a Re- 
lation in its Operation, that a Grain or two of 
powdered Flics now and then, introduc'd into the 
Urethra, as their Force impairs, would produce 
Running, Heat of Urine, and Priapiſm; yet 
there ſhould be no Ulcer. As we may obſerve 
from the Diſcharges cauſed by Veſicatories, 
eſpecially thoſe called perpetual, which ſtimula- 
ting the cutaneous Glands, their Secretions are 
encreaſed to waſh away the galling Salts of the 
Flies, but the thinneſt Parts of this Diſcharge 
evaporated, a Pus covers the whole Blifter, and 
yet no Ulcer is perceiv'd in the Skin.

Perinæum, through which the Urine diſeharg d; 
but am pofttive they never afforded a Matter 
like that in a Clap, and require quite different 
Methods of Cure; for what corrects the Run-

5 Nothing can be more diſtin& and plain than 
this, leſt it ſhould be imagin'd, as Doctor Cock- 
burn thought, that the Corpora ſpungioſa Penis 
were affected by the Erofion of the Urethra, and 
fo cauſe the wracking Pain in making Water, 
and the Chordee. Boerbaave ſays; the Urethra 
has nothing in common with the ſpungy Bodies of 
the Yard, that it is compoſed of two membra- 
nous Teguments, between whom lies a fine fun- 
gous Subſtance, filled with Blood in the high 
Fervency of amorous Defires, and qualified to 
cauſe the Erection of the Glans, and Corpus ca- 
vernoſum Urethræ, without any Aſſiſtance from 
the Erectores, or Corpora eavernoſa Penis; but

HOSE who have treated of the 
Clap are very imperfect in their 
dM Deſcriptions, of the Seat and Symp- 
RRM toms of that Diſorder, in the fair 
Sex, which is the Cauſe of all the Difficulties, 
in perceiving the Difference between it and the 
Fluor-albus, a Diſtinction of great Conſequence 
to Women, not only in Regard to their Charac- 
ters, but their Health, the one oftentimes taken 
for the other, to the great Prejudice of the Pa- 
tient; I ſhall make ir appear, that thoſe Errors 
are owing to their not fixing on the Seat of each 
Diſeaſe as they ought, nor attending to the Na-

fince every Part has its diſtinct Employment, 
and peculiar Buſineſs, an Injury of any of the 
Faculties belonging tb that Part, will be imme- 
diately revealed to him, who knows the Uſe of 
it, and his Obſervations will enable him to dif- 
cover the Nature of the Ailment.

EAN F all the Methods hitherto in Uſe, for 
O the Cure of a Gonorrhœa, none have 
Dx been ſo univerſally approved of by 

Patients, as Injections; they were de- 
luded by the plauſible Pretenſions of their ſpeci- 
fick Efficacy, in deſtroying the venereal Poiſon 
before it could poſſibly reach the Blood, or do 
any Miſchief to the Conſtitution : Nay, Doctor 
Cockburn aſſures us, that his Injection is ſo great 
an Antidote, or Preſervative, againſt the pocky 
Infection, that tried on ſome Libertines of both 
Sexes, has ſecured the Safety of their Perſons 
amidſt unbounded Liberties, theſe are perſwaſive 
Inducements in Favour of Injections; and who 


would not make Uſe of them that is ſatisfied of

All natural Balſams are hot and dry, this is 
not only diſcoverable to the Taſte ; but it may be

molt familiar and common Digeſtive among Sur- 
geons, is the Venice Turpentine, mix'd with the 
Volk of an Egg; it is, undoubtedly, a noble 
Medicine, but it requires Judgment in the Ma- 
nagement; ſhould it be immediately applied upon 
the receiving of a Wound, it would prevent Di- 
geſtion, by contracting the Mouths of the divi- 
ded Veſſels, for in all Wounds when the Blood 
ceaſes to flow, an Oozing conſtantly weeps thro?

From many Inſtances I could produce, ſhew- 
ing the great Power of Injections in the Urethra, 
1 ſhall relate two, which will anſwer the Purpoſe 
as well as a Thouſand, for by them it will plainly 
appear, that they ſtop up the runmng, which, 
mixing with the Blood, will, in Time, infect the 


whole Conſtitution. 


I knew a Gentleman of a very amorous Diſpo- 
fitton, who accidentally meeting a Lady every 
Way ſo agrecable to his Fancy, that tho' he was 
clap'd, would not decline an Appointment he - 
made with her ; but as the Chordee muſt be a 
great Hindrance to his Enjoyment, he removed 
that Impediment in leſs than half a Dozen Hours, 
by the frequent Uſe of a defiecative Injection, 
which entirely ſtop'd the running, nor had he 
any Complaints of Sharpneſs of Urine, and after 
this, in all Appearance, ſeemed well for about 
two Years, when he was attack'd with ſlight 
Head-achs, rambling, and nocturnal Pains, eſ- 
pecially in cloudy, damp, and cloſe Weather; 
fore Throat, Excoriations in the Noſtrils, throw-

This Caſe which from my own certain Know.

in Children's Mouths, that the Uſe of aſtringent

binds up the little Ulcers that they almoſt diſap- 
pear, but when the auſtere Particles, they are 
''- _compos'd of, are waſhed away by the Saliva, or 
abſorbed into the Blood, the Membrane relaxes, 
and the Aphthæ return to their former Dimen- 
ſions, and this would happen in the like Manner 
to the Urethra, did the Matter flow from Ulcers ;

Calcis of a ſufficient Strength, and let the Ex- 


coriation, caus'd by a Bliſter, be often dab'd over 
with it, and you will find, that in a few Hours, 
the Diſcharge will be dried up, and the Rawneſs 
Cicatris'd ; but J have obſerv'd, that there is a 
great Similitude between the Diſcharge of a Bli- 


| fer, and the running in a Gonorrhœa, and that 


there is a ſtrong Reſemblance between the Ope- 
ration of Cantharides, and the Action of the ve- 
nereal Stimulus; if therefore the often dabbing 
of the Bliſter over with the above Water, will, 
in a little Time, heal and dry it up; and if the 
ſame Water frequently injected into the Urethra, 
will ſtop up the running, is there not all the Rea- 
ſon imaginable to think, that the Diſcharge in 
both Caſes muſt ſpring from the ſame Cauſe, and 
that it muſt be the Production of an Erofion, 
and not an Ulceration ? for an Ulceration ſuppoſes 
Lofs of Subſtance, which never could be repaired 
by any Application in ſo ſhort a Time; but in a

I gave him ſome 
Remedies} with Directions how to uſe them, and 
told him I would call, in a few Days, to know 
their Succeſs ; accordingly, in about a Week af- 
ter, I waited on him, and found him in great 
Spirits, extolling the Remedies I gave him for 
Perfections not to be equalled ; he ſaid the run- 
ning was quite gone, nor had he the leaſt Twitch 
of the Chordee, or Heat of Urine; as I was cer- 
tain that nothing which I had given him could 
put ſo ſudden a Stop to the running, I told him 
I ſuſpected he had been dabbling with ſome Injec- 
tion, and complimented him on the Succeſs of 
his ſpeedy Cure; in Return of the ironical Enco- 
miums paſt on my Medicines, he faid I gueſs'd 
well, and informed me that a Gentleman of his 
Acquaintance recommended an infallible Injection 
to him, and that he was convinced it was fo, for 
it perfectly cured him in four Days, but this Gen- 
tleman has ſince undergone a Penance for his Cre- 
dulity, and will, I believe for the future, put 
very little Confidence in thoſe Kind or Re- 


medies.

requires no falſe Story to advance its Praiſe, no 
Luſtre to ſet it off, no Voucher or Evidence to 


prove its Succeſs; the Conſideration alone of its 


Deſigns will be ſufficient to recommend it to the 
Eſteem of the World; becauſe it will be obvious 
to all Perfons that they are founded on Reaſon, 


He who reflects that Diuretics operate by gently 
encreaſing the Motion of the Fluids from the 
Centre, and puſking them forward to be in Part 
ſecreted by the Outlets of the urinary Paſlages; 
will readily conceive, that any Thing hurtful 
lodged in thoſe Paſſages, is in a fairer Way of 
being carried off by thoſe Means than any other, 


but let him think on any Expedient capable of 


impelling the Thing hurtful, which reſts in thoſe | 
Channels into the Blood, and he will eaſily per- 
ceive, according to the Laws of Nature, the Fa- 
cility of its reaching the Centre; Applications 
ad Exteriorem, act on the venal, while Medicines 
given inwardly act on the arterial Blood, the

is evident, that the Relief in a Clap by Diuretics, 
is procured, by waſhing away the Virus or Poi- 
ſon, and expelling it with the Urine, whereas 

the Remiſſion of Pain, by the Uſe of Injections, 
is owing to the Poiſon being drove from the 
Parts affected into the Blood. Having, I hope 
given ſufficient Reaſons for rejecting this miſchie- 
vous Practice, I would finiſh what I have to ſay 
in Relation to aſtringent Injections, but that I 
cannot well omit making ſome Remarks on a 
very extraordinary Conſtruction, made by Doctor 
Cockburn, of a Paſſage which he quotes from 
Fracaſtorius.

So we 
may ſafely conclude, as far as Experience can 
ſupport us, that a Gonorrheea never will be at- 
tended with ill Conſequences, after it has diſap- 
peared four Months, and no Sign of the Pox has 
appeared in that Time. = |

_ Concluſion of the Doctor's, limiting the Faſſive- 
neſs of the Poiſon to four Months, to be a Cer- 
tainty that a Gonorrhœa never will be attended 
with ill Conſequences, is plainly calculated to 
obviate the Reproaches Injections deſerve. If 
after four Months the Patient has any venereal 
Complaints, he will be told they are owing to a 
freſh Contraction, for if they aroſe from the for- 
mer Gonorrhcea, they muſt have appeared within 
four Months ; but how does he convince us that. 
the bad Effects of a Gonorrhœa will ſhew them- 
ſelves in that Time? Why, by telling us, that 
Fracaſtorius obſerves, it often happened, that 
for four Months after the Infection was receiv'd, 
the Pox diſcovered itſelf by no manifeſt Signs. 
This Obſervation Fracaſtorius mentions as uncer- 
tain, becauſe he does not ſay it always happens, 
but often, from whence the Doctor infers a po- 
ſitive Concluſion, and ſays, we may ſafely con- 
clude a Gonorrhœa never will be attended with 
ill Conſequences, after it has diſappeared four 
Months; for the Rule of the learned Fracaſto- 
rius agrees well with Experience, but the Rule, 
as it is called, of Fracaſtorius, relates to the Ap-

The Doctor's Advocates cannot bs diſpleaſed 
that I treat his Practice in the free Manner I do, 
himſelf raking the greateſt Liberties with the 
whole Faculty, and often advancing Things 
which we are to believe upon no other Account 
but the Credit of an Ipſe dixit. Had I fufficient 
Abilities to criticiſe, I would be far from taking 
Notice of Errors, purely for the Sake of ſhewing 

my Parts or Judgment, nor have I, I hope, fo 
much 1I1-Nature to find Fault upon no other 
Pretence than to make People uneaſy; yet, I 
think it would be an unpardonable Crime in any 
Perſon, Wy to permit a pernicious Practice, 
| H for 
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themſelves as Servants to the Public, and Ray 
ſtudy, by all reaſonable Means, to promote the * 
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common good, ſince they are entruſted - with 
whatever is dear to Mankind; it is not enough 
that they honeſtly - diſcharge themſelves of the 
Confidence that is put in them, but they ſhould 
alſo endeavour to preſerve their different Scien- 
ces from the Tarniſh of Craft, Bigotry, Avarice, 
Superſtition, and Ignorance, by taking Reaſon 
for their Guide, and judging without Partiality, 
or Prejudice; and a Man of common Under- 
ſtanding, aſſiſted by Experience, may, for what 
I know to the contrary, be as competent a Judge 


in thoſe Matters, as the moſt refined Genius; 


there is one Thing in the Knowledge of Phyſic 1 
am certain of, and that is, the clearer any one 
ſe2s into the Nature and Caule of a Diſorder, the 
lets perplexed will be his Method of Cure, and [ 
have oblerved, that this Perſpicuity as often ac- 
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companies common Senſe, with a ſlow diſcerning 


Underſtanding, as the lively Imagination, with 
all the Gaicty of Fancy, and Exuberance of 


Learning. Thus I greatly ſuſpect that all Injec- 


tions of the ſpecitic or aſtringent Kind, were the 
Inventions and Sallies of phyſical Wits, to hu- 
mour Patients, and make their Method of Cure 


admired for Pleaſantneſs and Diſpatch ; but the 


Man of common Senſe, conſulting more the Re- 
covery of the Perſon than the Tickling his Fancy, 
condemns this Method as unſafe and dangerous,

& third ſhould not be overlook'd ; but if the Wit 
cures Co Jucundè, he never troubles himſelf 
with the Tur ; ; for whoever obſerved. a Wit to 
conſult either his own Safety, or other People's, 
Precipitancy and Pleaſure hurrying away their 
Judgment, while the Man of common Senſe is 
ever mindful of the Tutò, and would rather for- 
feit the Opinion of his being no Wit, than part 
with it for the Cito and Tucunde.

which by imperceptible Means perform a Cure, 
Nullo habito Reſpectu, ad hanc aut illam Intenti- 


onem, ſive Indicationem curativam. Syd. in Præ- 


fatione. Yet Mercury, ſince its firſt Uſe, has 
been looked upon by the Writers of all Ages and 
Countries, to be the grand Specific, or ſure Re- 


medy to be depended upon in the Cure of the 


venercal Diſeaſe, notwithſtanding that its Manner 
of Operation can be accounted for by thofe who 
are acquainted with its Principles; but there are 
ſome who, for Want of this Knowledge, really 
and truly preſcribe it as a Specific in the ſtrict 
Senſe and Meaning of the Word, having no De- 
ſign in what they do, nor no Reſpect to the In- 
dication of Cure; and this is the Cauſe of the 
many unhappy Accidents that have befallen the 
Uſe of this Mineral, ſome preferring the crude

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Now it is ordered, in Quantities, to promote 
Schill Evacuations, thinking its whole Succeſs 
ariſes from a Salivation, or that it muſt operate 
either as a Cathartic, Diaphoretic, or Diuretic;

lies in gently mixing with the Huids, digeſting 
them, and breaking thro? their Viſcidities, de-

Mercury, for attenuating the Blood and other

Mercury along with it, for both are apt to lurk 
in ſome Sinus or Cell, out of the Power of Cir- 
culation, the Mercury probably for Life, pro- 
ducing many Accidents, and the Virus daily fed 
by ſome of the degenerate Juices of the Body, 
till it acquires Strength ſufficient to pollute the 
whole Habit, or be gathered together, and thrown 
by Nature as a Criſis on ſome particular Part. 
Numbers of Inſtances of thoſe Caſes can be pro- 
duced from Practice, to prove that Mercury 
ſhould not be ſolely depended upon, nor given in 
Quantities to overcome the Reſiſtance of the ca- 
pillary Veſſels.

Therefore the Advantage of Mercury in In- 


jections proceeds either from drying up the run- 


ning by its Acrimony, or if the Unction enters 
into the Compoſition by mixing with the Virus, 
and conveying it into the Blood, no one will di- 
ſpute the deſiccative or drying Qualities of Mer- 
curial Preparations, when ſufficiently diluted to 
prevent their cauſtic Properties; and, Experi- 
ence tells us, that Mercury applied in the Oint- 
ment to any Part affected, carries s the Poiſon into 
the Blood. 


I knew a Surgeon that had ſuch an Opinion of 
the ſpecific Virtues in Mercury, that the Unguent 
applied to the under Part of the Penis, alone 
the Courſe of the Urethra, and an Injection of 
Calomel cum Mel. et Ag. Roſar. were the only 
Things he uſed in a Gonorrhcea ; they will cer- 
tainly take off the Symptoms, but Time will 
convince the Patient whether they deſtroy the 
Virus, and prevent its further Miſchief. 


The Unction is recommended by Afruc to eaſe 
the Chordee, and his Advice ſeems to meet with

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general Approbation, _and it is the Cuſtom: "ok . 
very eminent Practitioners, I know, after the 8 
Uſe of emollient Fomentations Morning and 
Evening, to all Kinds of venereal Swellings, to 
rub in a Quantity of the Unction, and when it is. 
quite ſaaked up, to apply a gentle repelling Ca- 
taplaſm; the Effects of thoſe topical Remedies

The placing the Veſſels from whence the Men- 
ſes and Fluor-albus ſpring in the Vagina, and 
not in the Matrix, muſt give us clearer Concep- 
tions of their Nature and Cauſe, and perhaps 
point out a more diſtinct Method of Cure for 


thoſe Diſorders that depend on them; for if an 


Ailment be aſcribed to a Part that is not affected, 
wrong Judgments in the Indication of Cure muſt 


undoubtedly happen. 


The internal Membrane of the Vagina, in long 
and ſtubborn Caſes of the Fluor-albus, is ſubject 
to a Relaxation and Deſcent, for its Rugæ or 
Folds make it longer than the other Teguments, 
and by being continually drench'd in thoſe Hu- 
mours, becomes ſo ſlack and flabby, that it can't 
ſuſtain itſelf in its natural Situation ; this falling

in the Bowels from the Cholic, the iliac Paſſion 


from th&nephritic Diſorder, or the Symptoms of 
a ſtrangulated Inteſtine in an Hernia; the Pox 


from arthritic, ſcorbutic, or rheumatic Pains, 
and the Clap from the Fluor-albus ; and yet for 
Want of a perfect Knowledge in thoſe Signs, 
many fatal Errors have been committed in Prac- 
rice, Similitude of Symptoms leading the Judg- 
ment ſo far aſtray, that one Diſorder has been

The Matter in a Gonorrhcea does not proceed 
from an Ulcer, the Virus ſtimulating the urethral

Venereal Ulcers yield a thin Sanies, or watry 
corroſive Ichor, and not a whitiſh glutinous Hu- 
mour like Pus. 


Cathartics are improper in the Cure of a Clap, 


they have no ſpecific Virtues, they all act by their 


* corroding the Parts they fix upon,

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their Operations; they cauſe a Derivation of the 


Humours ad Iuteriorem, and conſequently an 


- Abſorption of the venereal Poiſon into the Blood; 


nothing more hurtful to the Conſtitution than 


purging, as it is generally uſed in the Cure of a 


Clap, it ruins the Habit of Body, ſpoils the Viſ- 
* and deſtroys the Texture of the Blood. 


Injections are the moſt pernicious Contrivances 
that were ever invented for the Cure of the Go- 
norrhœa, they are all of aſtringent and drying 


Qualities, conſtraining the Poiſon to enter into 


the Blood contrary to the Courſe that Nature di- 
recs to carry it off. Nothing can be more delu- 
ſive than to pretend that they deſtroy the Virus, 


at the ſame Time that they put a Stop to the 


running, this muſt be allowing them a ſpecific 
Virtue, bur I believe it will be readily granted, 
that no Remedy of that Kind has been hitherto 
diſcovered againſt the venereal Diſeaſe ; the whole 
Secret of Cure conſiſting in the Separation of the 
Poiſon from the Conſtitution, and the Expelling 
it out of the Habit of Body ; in a Clap, Nature 
appointed the running to anſwer thoſe Ends, and 


the Buſineſs of the Surgeon is to moderate it in 


ſuch a Manner, that it may conduce moſt to the 
Advantage of his Patient, correcting the Symp- 
toms, by Medicines, which diſengage the Poiſon 
from its Settlement, and drive it out of the Body,

ſeem to be particularly deſign'd for the Cure of a 
Clap, the Seat of which Diſorder, in both Sexes, 
being immediately ſubject to their Influences. 
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They ſooner appeaſe the Heat of Urine and 


Chordee, than any other internal Medicines; they 
entirely expel the Poiſon, prevent other Parts 
from being injured, and if well choſen, will effect 
the Cure from the beginning to the ending, with- 
out the Variation of a ſingle Ingredient, and yet 
there is not the leaſt Particle of Mercury, or any 
Other rough Thing in the Compoſition that can 
poſſibly be an Objection againſt its Uſe to the 
tendereſt Infant. 


It may be aſked, why I don't make known ſo 
harmleſs and effectual a Remedy, to which I an- 


fwer, that every Perſon who underſtands the hu- 
man Conſtitution, and the Nature of its Diſor- 
ders, with a competent Knowledge of the Ma- 
teria Medica, will, with a little Conſideration of

Practice, ſoon find it out of himſelf, and where
